The qualities which lead 
fo this breach of the proprieties are admirable, and it is be- 
cause of the possession of those qualities that the Germans in 
(He.United States have always ranked as among our best citi- 
zens. They have been law-abiding, industrious and peaceable 
and have ,wbii a most favorable standing among Ihe mixed 
popiilatidji.pf this country, which has the most mixed popu- 
lation iii' the world.

But IhisVdoes not excuse.conduct at this time which is un- 


becoming' to Aincrican citizens or prejudicial JQitlie govern- 
ment, though the conditions which prevail in @|u0pe serve to 
eiplain'iti The condemnation of utterances,-spoken or pub- 
lished, that reflect upon the character of the American govern- 
ment'or Its course in the present-trouble is strictly in order, 
but in administering the rebuke we should avoid all evidence 
•of prejudice in the matter. We should not place ourselves in 
a'pdsifibiV'to make it appear that our objection to some things 
that have been-published in; German papers isvbnsed on the 
fact that the papers and Iheir; editors are German'^
